EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 recites a vehicle antenna mountable on a vehicle surface, the antenna 
comprising a flat metallic plate having an outer edge, a plastic part fixed integrally on 
the metallic plate, extending around the plate outer edge, and forming a mounting 
surface, means fixing the metallic plate on the vehicle surface, a plurality of antenna 
elements mounted on the metallic plate, a hollow plastic housing fittable over the 
antenna element, engaging the mounting surface of the plastic part, and containing the 
elements with the metallic plate, and means forming a permanent joint at between the 
plastic housing and the plastic part. 

None of the prior arts shows or suggests this antenna.
